CHINESE BOATMAN, 


Mc BH, E. Wodehouse, at the Magistracy 
this morning, resumed his inquiry into the 
sircumetaices under which"Lim Wa Po, a 
boatman io the employ of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, mvt his death on the lat 
August. It wes stated originally that the 
mou fell into the water st Capsuimoon aud: 
waa deowned, . Afterwards, the evidence of 
Di Cantlie, who spuke tu tho mutilation of 
tho body, raieed an oloment of myatory, 
and the inquiry was sdjourmed to allow 
other evidence ty be called. 

Lam Fok Shau (re-called} statud—I was 
on the shore when I saw the deceased in the 
Customs gig. 1 was teo far off to ave who, 
it waa tuut fell into the water, I was told 
forwards it was my nephew. If [anid I 
saw hin EF was mistakon. I did not soo 
Bhim fall iuto tho water, I saw him Tast un 
he morning of the Ist Augus, He como 
omy house to hava his meal at 9 am.) 
and then wont out, as E supposed to go and 
search ateamera. I have not seen him again 
fhince thon. Tho body «f the deceased was 
thuc of my nephew. I do uot know how 
he caay to bo matilated. I did not know 
of it until Taaw the body at tho Mortuary. 
I cannot axplain it. 

Inspector Hanwon stated—I firat saw 
the body of the decensed at 530 p.m,

was a red band round the waist. Thero 
wore some ciaracters on tho left brosat. 
They were ‘No. 437 I did not examine 
the olothing at all. Isent the body to tho 
Mortuary, 

Chariés Halberg staicd—I was in tho 
stern of the boat ficing the ostames, The 
man whom I teld to stand up was bow 
oareman. I did not know the man Lam 
Po porsonally. What I know is that the 
number 43 was borne by a man of the namo 
of Lam Po. 

John Dilton atatod—I am Aasiatant Tide 
Surveyur inthe Chinegs Customs. I have 
gota record. of the enlistmoat of Lar Pu. 
Ho was enlisted as 8 gig man in 1892. Ho 
received the number 43, and has borne 
that number ever.since. It was I who re- 
ported the death to the Commissioner, I 
reported tha number aa 42. I thought the 
3 was not quite clear, oo I crossed it out, 
and made o clearer 3 above. I did that 
before rending in the report. I did not think 
it might havo been mistaken for any other 
figure, 1 wanted to make it clearer: I 
am sto'iened at Capsuimoon. I detailed 
the man for the duty of searching steam 
launebes, I datailed the man- on’ the 
morning of tho fat August at 6.33 a.m. for 
tho next twenty-four houra, There is a 
rozater kept, I have not got i, with me,

Ho appeared to be 
wollthat day, I am aware that his body 
has been found mutilated.

> time ago he complained of having venereal, 
but he returned to duly in a day and a half 
apparently all well.

Woy are you of that opinion 1—It was 
clean cut; there was absolutely no sign of 
healing which one would expect if it had 
been inflicted some time befora death.

A PLUA FOR SOMETHING MORE THAN AN 
INKPOT.

Sir,—As you sara,aware this colony last 
yoar was atincked by a viralant form of 
opidemio, that ie, the babonic plague. To 
describe the chaos and perturbation that 
oxisted—-in- all. circlea—ofticial, social, and 
military—would require a power of word 
painting of which Iam nottcopable ; suffice 
itto say that chaos exiated, and with that 
chaos the accompanying bickering, backbit- 
ing, and thrusting of respoasibility on the 
shoulders of those who had the pluck to 
take it, Tho Gght-is now over, and the 
spoila ia the shape of honoura and rowards 
you would imagine would go to thosa who 
hadso mapfally fought the battle. I am 
not concerned in this juttor’jas to the 10- 
warde or wants of rewards that fell or 
otherwise to other departmonts, but will 
confine mysolf to the Colonial Medical 
Department, and more especially to the 
work done by the Acting Superintond- 
entof the Civil Respite, On his shuuldors 
was thrown th® organisation of all 
the plegao hospitals. aud it was, by his 
heroic efforts and devoted zeal ‘in spito of 
great opposition that they were efficiently 
equipped and maintained.

Would you say none, forall practical pur - 
poses I—I would say practically none ; not 
enough to cecasion drowning. That is one 
reason why T say. death wan caused hy shock 
‘and hemorrhage, If the man had’ heen 
drowned the lungs would have heen full of 
wator, or the chest would have bean full if 
tho Inoge bed given way. 

Gou'd the lungs retain water

THE WATER SUPPLY OF CANTON. 
Dr A. Rennie, Canton, writes in the Ma- 
digal Reports iseued by the Imperial Chinese 


Maritime Custowe ¢ — 

The greatest desideratum in this port is @ 
pure water supply. At present most resl~ 
denté derive water for drinking and couking 
parposes from Hongkong, whence it is daily 
conveyed by the river steamers. Thia sup- 

ly iv not. devoid of disadvantages, for apart 

rom the trouble eniniled by auch 5 lung 
transit, the water is liable to contamination 
en rane, and besides, when the qiantity in 
the -Hongkoug reservoir runs lov, and the 
inhabitants there ate put on short allowance 
(a cantingenoy which doce ooour), the suurag 
Of wator for Canton must ba doubtful. 

A few missionary residents collect rain 
water and store it in earthenware jars, for 
‘use in Lhe dry season. . 

‘The wetls suok in Bhamien furnish an 
abuodont. supply, but such is simply river 
water percolating through the sand and mud 
of which this artificial island is composed, 
and although fairly olen and suitable for 
bathing and cleansing, is not regarded as 

artionlarly wholesome for cooking purposes. 

é is, however, more largely employed in 
this way than houscholders suppose. Sini- 
lar wells exist all over the city of Canton, 
but in dry seasons, suo as at present, they 
Looome very filthy and unwhiolesome, 80 that 
this water is little, if at all, anperior to that 
obtained from the viver, Oa the White 
Gloud dnd other hills near the city there are 
a fow epringe of pure water, but euch is a 
Juzury reserved for making ten and boiling 
opium. . 

Looking at the basia-in which the city 
lies, and judging from the configuration of 
the surrounding country, We cad most rod- 
aonably infer that the buriog of artepiat 
wells would be attended with sucoass, No 
doubt, in ardor to obtaia o pure and copious 
eupply, these borings would require to be: 
deep —possitly 00 fort oF morg,--and some 
rock might be encountered in the ‘progess | 
but these drawbacks are to ba weighed 
against the incatimuble benefits that would 
accrue. to both foreigners and the many 
thousand. natives wha have not known the 
lugury of pure water, ‘Tho scheme is no 
visionary one, but both from 6 sanitary and 
Ananolal point of view appesta worthy of the 
attention of a company suffloiently: enter:

THRE PROVINOE OF YUNNAN. 
THE FRENCH ‘ULTIMA THULE,’ 


In the Medion! Reports iasued by the 
Imperial Chinese Maritime Customs, ‘Dr J. 
L. Michoud publishes some interesting in- 
formation regarding the Provinceof Yunnan, 
Wo giva an extract fram the doctor’a 
report -— 


Situated io latitude 23° 34 N., longitude 
103° 36' EL, Mengtsz lies in tho southern 
part of ihe province of Yannan, in the 
middle of a huge plain, 20 miles long and 
12 miles’ wide, elevated 4,500 feat above 
the sea level, Qa all sides this plaia is on- 
circled by mountains reaching in height 
from 2,0U0 te 5,00) feet. We thua goto 
total average heizht of 6,00 to 9,000 feot 
for the Southern mountain rangeof Yunnao. 
About 100 miles to the southward, on the 
Tonkin fronticr, this mountain ranga begins 
to diminish in altitude towards the castro 
of Toukin, Uninterrupted sariaa ‘of high 
mountains and highlands run {a the weat 
and the north—on the ong hand, up to 
Buema; cn the other, to the River Yangtze. 
Fastward the chain ramifies in tho Kwei- 
chow, Szechwan and Kwangai provinces. 

From a bird's-eye view the physical aa- 
pect f Yuounan prosonts a vast network of 
mouttains with ridges from 6,000 to 10,000 
feet high, whoso meshes, more or less wide, 
more or less dvsp, are occupied by in- 
numerable plaina or valleya, forming high- 
lands, situate1 at heights varying from 
4,000 to 6,00 feo". ‘Pho genaral geological 
structure of the Y.nnanese mountaius ia 
conglomerate, aandstone and limestone ; 
that of tha highlunds is mvatly clay. Allu- 
vial deposits are met in many places, testi- 
fying that, as-wos the casa with the Mengtez | 
plain, theses ep cvs were once covered by 
wator, Many lakes, large and amall, are 
found in the highlands, somotimea drying 
off completely and sometimes overflowing 
the aurrounding cvuntry, probably the 
mysterious aourcas of many of tho great 
rivers which originate in tho Yunnoaness 
mountains and afterwarda take evory direc: 
tion—north, south, east and west. 


Liindslips aro not infrequent in Yunoaa, 
as tho epecial nature and srrangemeant of 
tho difforont strata of the soil do not secure 
its stability. It may happon, tov, that in 
their subterrancous way. acrosa variously 
constituted layers of ground the drainage 
waters of lakes find points of lasat resistance 
and excavate enormous underground gaps, 
which later on bring about landslips or the 
sinking of mountains. 


Earthquakes, too, sre comparatively ire~ 
quent, but of vary alight intensity. Dr 
Wells Williams, however, reports in 
Middle Kingdom thiva dreadful upheaval, 
which occurred in 1834, lasted three days, 
and overthrew the greater pact of the 
capital, Yuonan-fu. 

Yunnan is not over-crowded by popula- 
tion, as many provinces in China are, We 
shall ses further on that if in certain places 
infortility of the mountain soil may explain 
this fact, there are alan several other causes 
to account for the scarcity of inhabitants 

The Chinese population of Yunnan in- 
habit the large plains, wherd they have 
founded important cities. Ling ainco ex- 
palled from their former scata, the ab- 
origines live in mountains or remoto vol- 
leys, far from Chinese society. Owing 
to its conatitution, the mountainois soil 
ia mostly infertile, while that of tho plains, 
clayey bit Joaded with humusand carefully 
manared, magnificently rewards the la- 
bourer who devotes himsslé to its cultiva- 
tion. Unfortunately, great ineonvonience 
is experienced through the want of hands, 
and many tracts on the plateaux still lie 
waste. lo tho Mengtez plain, for instance, 
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we find hardly two-fi of this large and 
fertile tableland under cultivation. To the
